upon Price Was to swing around and mak e 
the principal assault on that weak point. 
Roeecrans, lieing apprised of the approach of 
the enemy, had tak en a position that was 
defended by a lino of now and strong iu- 
trenchinents which had been constructed 
within the old fortification*, and nearer the 
town. 
His forces consisted of two divisions of his 
own army under Stanley and Hamilton, and 
two divisions of the Army of the Tennessee, 
commanded by Davies and McKean. 
Hamil­ 
ton was on the right, Davies In the center and 
McKean on the left, with Stanley in reserve. 
The engagement begun about 10o’clock , when 
Lovell, who had the Confederate right, en­ 
countered Me Kean’s and Davies’ divisions 
near the outer work s, penetrated a broad gap 
between the two and forced back the Union 
line to the inner redoubts. 
Price’s corps 
made another attack upon Davies’ division 
later, 
driving 
it 
back 
upon 
battery 
Rob&att, where at sunset the 
fighting 
ceased for the day, Gen. 
Price believ­ 
ing that bis men were not equal to fur­ 
ther eiertion owing to the fact that they hud 
previously marched many miles without 
water, and were utterly exhausted, (if this 
incident Gen. Van Dorn says: “I saw with 
regret the sun sink below the horizon as the 
last shot of our sharpshooter® followed the 
retreating foe into their innermost lines. One 
hour rnorte of daylight and victory would 
have soothed our grief for the less of the 
gallant dead who sleep on that lost but not 
dishonored "’field.” 
Col 
Francis 
Vinton 
Greene, of the United States army, describ­ 
ing the results of the day, says: “The battle 
had been most encouraging for the Con­ 
federate arrnft 
Rosecrans had tssen driven 
back for a distanco of about two miles, .and 
had tak en refuge in the redoubts just outside 
of the town. The Confederates passed the 
uight within a few hundred yards of these 
redoubts, and they hoped on the morrow to 
complete the destruction of the Union nrmy. 
This army, liowever, was by no means de­ 
moralized or disheartened; and during the 
night its i x>8 it ion was so rearranged as to 
mak e a strong defense in the morning.” 
McKean’s division was placed on the ex­ 
treme left, south of the Memphis railroad: 
Stanley took post across that road to defend 
batteries Williams and Robinett, Davies 
moved to the northwest of the town nnd 
Hamilton’s division formed 
the extreme 
right. Rosecrans1 force of 23,0(M) men was, 
therefore, concentrated on the arc of n circle 
around Corinth less than two miles in length, 
and the prominent points of the line were de­ 
fended by strong redoubts. 
Van Dorn had also rearrange« 1 his troops 
during tho night, 
Lovell being placed on the 
south of the Memphis railroad, Maury in 
front of battery Robinett and lYuVs corps 
on the left. The plan was for Gen. llerl>ert 
on the extreme left to begin action at day­ 
light, and, pivoting on his right, swing ids 
left down the railroad toward the town, while 
Maury’s batteries were to open on batter} 
Robinett. 
The order was not executed, and the center 
becoming engag'd the plan was disarranged. 
Some of the most desperate fighting of tie- 
war, however, followed. The troops pitted 
against each other were vcterufts, and the 
struggle between them was not unfrequently 
at close quarters. 
When one of 
the 
assaulting columns swept up to charge 
the 
Union 
center it was 
in the face 
of u fearful storm of shot nnd shell from the 
great guns in Forts Williams and Cliapman, 
but, filling the gaps in the rank s as fast as 
they were made, they dashed forward on the 
full run. 
A Federal officer who was prevent 
says of the Confederates: “When our infantry 
opened on them they marched steadily to 
death with their faces averted, lik e men striv­ 
ing to protect themselves from a driving 
storm of hail.” The assailing column pressed

on nnd captured the battery, throwing the 
whole of Davies’ division in confu*ion, but ft 
wo* oniv for a moment. 
The Fifty-sixth 
Illinois, suddenly rising from its cover in n 
ravine, poured in a terrible volley, and, with 


n s h o u t and counter charge, the enemy were 
driven from the redoubt. Gen. Rosecians, 
sink ing of this affair to the Army of the 
C u m b e rla n d , said; “ Recollect that there are 
hardly any 
tro o p * in the world that will 
stand a bayonet charge.” 
On the left there was another desperate con­ 
flict. 
It was essential to the success of the 
Confederates that they should tak e battery 
Robinett. To do thia they were compelled 
to march across a rugged ravine, through 
dense thick et* and over an abnttis, exposed 
all the way to the concentrated fire of bat­ 
teries Robinett and Williams. 
The attempt 
seemed audacious, and the daring was some­ 
thing sublime. One of Maury’s brigades is in 
the lead, and they push forward, stumbling 
over the wounded and the dead. Col. 4 V . P. 
Rogers, of the Second Texas, reaches the 
parapet, with his revolver in one lmnd and 
battle flag in the other, and for an instant it 
floats side by side with the flag of the Union, 
then the brave officer falls dead in his track « . 
Another brigade swartnsover the breastwork 
and fills the redoubt 
And now a terrible 
hand to hand conflict ensues. 
Bayonets 
aro used, musk ets ares clubbed, and men

The battle was now com­ 
paratively ended, and by noon the Confedei- 
ates were in full retreat, with Lovell’s divi­ 
sion acting as a rear guard. 
Rosecrans 
decided, however, not to begin pursuit until 
the next day. 
For this delay he was greatly 
blamed bv Gen. Grant, but the former jus­ 
tified it on the ground that his men wem 
worn out by two days of fighting and two 
sleepless nights of preparation, movement 
and march. 
When begun, the pursuit proved 
to bo unavailing, and, with the exception of 
one or two slight affairs, the Confederates 
continued iheir march uninterrupted to Rip­ 
ley and thence to Holly Springs. 
l)n both sides tho loss wa s heavy, and ns the 
duration of the fighting ou the second day in 
and around Corinth did not exceed on hour, 
the « b a t t l e ha s 
passed into history 
os one of the blood­ 
iest of 
the 
war. 
Gen. R o s e c r a n s 
reported his losses 
at 313 k illed, 1.812 
wounded and 232 
m i s s i n g; 
total, 
2,350. 
The official 
returns of the Con­ 
federates give 505 
k illed, 2,150 wound­ 
ed and 2,183 miss­ 
ing; total, 
4,838. 
On the Union side 
governor 
oglesby . G e n. Hack elnian 
was k illed nnd Gen. Oglesby, afterward 
governor of Illinois, and a number of colonels 
commanding regirneuts or brigades were 
wounded. 
These two battles—Iuk a ami Corinth—re­ 
lieved the Army of the Tennessee from all im 
mediate danger, and in tho latter i>art of 
October Grant began his arrangements for a 
forward movement into tho interior of Missis­ 
sippi, with a view to the capture of Vick s­ 
burg. 
[Brig. Gen. pleasant A. Hack elman, k illed 
at Corinth, was a western man of the Lincoln 
type. In personal appearance he resembled 
President Lincoln, and in mental and moral 
qualities the lik e
